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—The following letter from Messrs. 
Williamson, Upchurch & Thomas, 
of this city, addressed to the Editor 
of the State Agricultural Journal, 
wili be found of peculiar interest of 
the 23d inst: 

DEAR $1R:—Please pardon us for 
asking a small space in your valuable 
aper in order, to some extent at 
east, to correct a very general mis- 
apprehension that exists on the part 
of the farmers, or rather more espe- 
cially the cotton producers of that 
section of country that lies contigu- 
ous and, say, to within fifty to one 
hundred miles of Raleigh. We al- 
lude to the version or idea formed of 
Raleigh as a cotton market compared 
with that of New York or any of the 
Northern markets, derived from the 
quotations as given in the newspa- 
pers of the day. To illustrate : we 
give the quotations of the New York 
cotton exchange market report of to- 
day. Say, uplands 172, Orleans 1S. 
These quotations are for si%tdling 
cotton, the former price being for the 
productions of the more Northern 
cotton States, the latter price 
for the extreme Southern States. 
Now the quotation as given in 
our dailies, and other papers in the 
city, of this date, is for low middling 
(oftentimes no grade given at all) 152 
eents, while middling would bring 
here 162 cents. Toone not thorough- 
ly understanding the New York 


with the Raleigh quotations of 153 
cents, would very readily arrive at 
the conclusion that there was two 
cents diflerence or margin between 
the New York market and that of 
our own, which would be inviting to 
ship your cotton North. Now there 
is really only one cent difference or 
margin as to grade (and sometimes 
even less) which we will here explain: 
The press quotations for uplands 
(middling) in New York of to-day is 
17.623 ; quotations for low middling 
16.623. Quotations and sales for low 
middling in the city of Raleigh of 
to-day is 15.623, thereby showing 
a difference in favor of New York 
of only one cent per pound in 
low middling cotton,when it is a well 
known and indisputable fact to all 
those who have tried it (and they are 
lessening every season) that in ship- 
ping cotton to New York it cost from 
15 to 1} centsper pound [the latter 
figure ofiener,| to pay freight, com-— 
missions and a host of other expen- 
ses, not tospeak of loss in weight, 
etc., and at least 30 days before you 
can get returns for sales of your cot- 
ton, thereby showing clearly that 
Kaleigh is your best market, by from 
+ to } cent. per pound, which is a dif- 
ference of $2.24 to $3.37} gain to you 
ina bale of 450 pounds. Or,say a gain 
of from $75,000 to 100,000 in cotton 
that will be sold in Raleigh during 
this season, over what it would have 
brought by shipping North. Those 
who persist in sending their cotton 
North do not participate in this gain, 
and of course suffer to the extent of 
their shipment. 

Now these are incontrovertible 
facis, and as such, is it not clearly to 
your interest, if not your desire, to 
ship to our market? If you do not 
wish to sell, and desire to realize on 
your cotton, we have ample banking 
and storing facilities, and a number 
of good cotton commission merchants 
to afford you every accommodation 
needed. We would here remark, 
that while the banks in New York, 
Baltimore, Petersburg and many 
other cities suspende during the 
panic we are just emerging from, 
there was not one of our four banks 
that refused to pay every and all 
demands made upon it. The steadi- 
ly increasing receipts of cotton at our 
city isan evident fact that the far- 
mers and shippers of cotton are be- 
ginning to find out it isto their mani- 
festinterest to shipand sellin our mar- 
ket. We verily believe when the 
people of Wake, Orange, Alamance, 
Chatham, Moore, Harnett, Johnston, 
Franklin, Granville, and the more 
Eastern counties of our State, find 
out by actual shipments that it is to 
their interest to sell in our market, 
the receipts will soon be 50,000 bales, 
nay, 100,000 bales during the season, 
instead of 30,000 to 35,000 bales which 
is the accepted estimate of receipts 
for this season. We could say much 
more in justification of Raleigh as the 
best cotton market for the people of 
our State, but fearing we have already 
trespassed upon your space, We are,

POISONING CASEIN RICHMOND.— 
We take the following from the 
Richmond (Va.) Enquirer of yester- 
day. Mr. Donnan is the father-ia- 
law of Mr. Wilson, of this city, the 
well known Agent for the Singer 
Sewing Machine. Mr. Wilson’s wife 
and children were in the house at the 
time of the sad occurrence: 

“Sunday evening, between the 
hours of 3 and 7 o’clock, nine of the 
household of Mr. Wm. 8. Donnan, 
our well-known hardware merchant, 
and an invited guest, the Rev. Dr. 
Pryor, were seized with fearful purg- 
ing and vomiting, giving every indi- 
cation of having been poisoned. Phy- 
sicians were immediately summoned, 
and by prompt measures and untir- 
ing energy fatal results were prevent- 
ed, and yesterday evening all the 
parties were out of danger, though 
during Sunday night it was thought 
that young Mr. Donnan could not 
live. On investigation of what had 
been eaten ,it was discovered that there 
had been cake and custard on the 
dinner table, and that those 
who did not partake of either were 
not affected. The custard was 
seasoned with oil of lemon, and was 
made by amember of the family. 
The cook and other servants on the 
lot partook of the desert, and all ex- 
hibited symptoms of poison. One 
negro man was not affected until as 
late as 7 o’clock in the evening. His 
first symptoms were those of stupor 
followed by deathly sickness. All 
the circumstances place it out of ques- 
tion that the poisoning was inten- 
tional. Yesterday evening, at the 
request of Mr. Donnan, the Coroner 
made a partial analysis of the custard 
and cake, testing for arsenic, tartar 
emetic and corrosive sublimate, the 
poisons that affect as described, but 
failed to make any discovery.

The species of stone from which a selec- 
tion will ba made will be confined to Gran- 
ites, Mrrbles and Sand Stones, and the 
qualities especially insisted upon will be 
uniformity of color and texture, durability, 
and the capacity for working under the 
chisel or hammer, 

A sample block 12x12x12 inches must be 
submitted with each bid, showing on one 
face the natural fracture of the stone, and 
on the others different grades of cutting. 
The stone must havea good grain and be 
free from all discoloring substances, and 
the quarry from which it is procured must 
be fully opened and capable of furnishing 
the quality and quantity desired .within 
one year. 

About 30,000 cubic feet more or less will 
be required. The actual average of the 
stones can not now be given, but will ap- 
proximate 10 cubic feet, the largest stones 
containing about 75 cubie feet.
